S ANITA RY. 

"Clt'iuilirioss is m-xt to godliness." So 
saya the good book. .Most Lave practiced 
habits of personal cleanliness from their 
childhood; but perhaps few think how much 
tLest> habits have to do with the general 
health of civilized countries as compared 
with plague-ridden China, India and other 
hinds whose people are noted for their ue- 
glect of all sanitary lavs. The teeming 
populations of those countries fall prey to 
the most loathsome diseases, engendered, no 
doubt, partly by the excessive boat and the 
rapid growth and decay of vegetation, but 
greatly augmented by the filthiuess of their 
persons, their dwellings and their cities. A 
contagious disease spreads rapidly among 
the closely-packed inhabitants, and carries 
off thousands 'ere Us appetite is satisfied. 
In this country the climate is remarkably 
healthful and' five from noxious vapors. 
The province has had but few visitations 
from contagious diooasos, and they have 
uever reached the extent of an epidemic. 
But the possibility of such a calamity has 
to be faced. It is feared that the terrible 
plague of cholera has commenced a march 
around the world. It has reached Franco 
from the east, and is doing deadly work 
there. VV* need not be surprised if any day 
brings news that it has extended to Eng- 
land, Italy and other European countries, 
ft is now raging m China and Japan, and 
considering the (dose commercial relations 
between those countries and the Pacific 
coast, what is more likely than that it 
should reach California and British Colum- 
bia? We do not wish to be alarmists, but 
only to advise thai all precautions should 
be 'taken to prevent the spread of the 
disease, should it bo brought to our city. 
It is well known that cleanliness is the 
great preventative of cholera. Foul drains 
and heaps of rubbish are its great attrac- 
tions. The subject of sewerage calls for the 
attention of the city rulers. The open 
drains are the one drawback to the perfect 
healthfulnoss of Victoria, and as soon as 
possible the city should be provided with 
a good system of underground sewers The 
present system of drains is a breeder of 
disease, and is repugnant to those who have 
heeii tu. customed to the ihor"".»h wtrm kvk- 
teni of large cities. It will take ninney to build 
severs; but it will be money 'well spent. 
In the meantime the drains should be cleaned 
■with patticular care and more frequently 
than formerly, and each householder should 
do his shure toward keeping them free from 
all impurities. The Indian cptarters and 
Chinatown should be kept in as el< an a con- 
dition as possible. It would be Well if the 
cubic air bylaw was vigorously enforced to 
prevent those people crowding in great 
numbers into the smallest possible 4 mrters, 
for this is one of the chief causes of disease 
among the Chinese. Li t the sanitary laws 
be strictly carried out, ami if necessary let 
new laws be made to keep the city in such 
a clean and wholesome condition that if 
King Cholera comes here he may not find 
where to lay his hand. 

THE WELLIN(JTi>N EXCLUSION. 

Throughout the length ami breadth of the 
province everyone deplores the awful cal- 
amity at South Wellington by which twen- 
ty-three human beings without a moment's 
.varniug were hurried into the presence of 
their Maker. From all sides there has 
arisen a burst of sympathy which only 
needs proper direction to assume practical 
form. It is far from our intention to at- 
tribute improper motives to a spirited even- 
ing contemporary in its effort to raise a 
fund for the benefit of the stricken families 
and friends of the dead, when we say that 
the initiative in the matter should have 
been left (as a correspondent suggests; to 
the mayor. Had his worship been request- 
ed to call a public meeting we believe that 
the fund would have counted to-day as 
many thousands of dollars as it does hun- 
dreds. The Tost has been thanked by a 

meeting of tho people of Wellington tor its 
action; but the people at the same meeting 
called on the mayors of provincial cities to 
lake it leading part in the relief movement. 
This is a proper call; only it should have 
been the first, not the lust, step taken. It 
is to be hoped that, so far as this city is 
is concerned at least, it may not have been 
taken too late. 

In connection with the awful disaster it 
is seen that, at what the Free Press terms 
a "hurriedly called public meeting" a re- 
solution was paused asking the "public to 
subscribe to u fund to prosecute a case for 
compensation " This strikes us an lllad- 
vised proceeding which may prevent 
many persons from subscribing liberal- 
ly towards the relief fund under the im- 
pression that their contributions will bo 
wasted ill legal expenses. It is not to be 
supposed that the "hurried" action of 
this "hurriedly-called " gathering will in- 
fluence the Messrs. Dunsmuir one way or 
tho other. They do not require to be re 
minded of their duties and responsibilities 
under the terrible and affecting circum- 
stances and will not shirk them; but the 
resolution quoted may seriously affect the 
contributions of the public towards the 
most meritorious cause in which their 
sympathies have been enlisted. Let us 
hope that the action of the "hurriedly 
called meeting" is not endorsed by the 
public generally of Nanaimo. 

THE BURR A RD INLET RESERVE. 

Our friend of the Timos returns again 
to the charge on the land reserve question. 
He now wishes the lands put up at auc- 
tion with an upset price. As we pointed 
out yesterday, there are barely 1000 acres 
outside of the large tract held by '.lie 
Hastings Sawmill Co. in the hands of the 
government, and 110 part of that 1000 
acres is available for agricultural purposes. 
This ought to have been a sufficient an- 
swer to the Times' first article, which was 
a plea in behalf of the agriculturalist who, 
ho aaaurted, was deprived by the govern- 
ment of an opportunity to set tle on tho 
reserved lands. Yesterday the agricul- 
turalist drops out (jf the argument and 
the landgraiiber takes his place. Our 
contemporary continues: "None can be 
found to justify a policy that locks up 
valuable agricultural lands from the actual 
settlor, and it is surpassingly strange logic 
for The Colonist to approve a policy 
adopted by tho local government, and 
condemn a similar one pursued by that at 
Ottawa." But our critic is again in error. 
The action of the Dominion government 
in withholding the railway belt from set- 
tlement is not analogous with the action 
of the local government in reserving 1000 
acres of Burrard Inlet lands from specu- 
lators. Undor the Settlement Act the 
Dominion government bound itself to 
throw upon the railway belt to actual set- 
tlors at 81 an acre. This they have not 
done and hence their condemnation. The 
local government have not thrown open 
the Burrard Inlet tract because the only 
land available for settlement 111 that quar- 
ter ie held under a timber lease made by 



a former government to the Hastings Saw- 
mill Co. That lease has two years to run. 
If upon its expiration the reserve is con- 
tinued the Timoa will have good cause for 
complaint against the govornniout. But 
at present its "facts" are untenable, its 
objections frivolous and its logic nonsensi- 
cal. 

THE DEMOCRATIC NOMINATIONS 

Two years ago Mr. Cleveland, the demo- 
cratic candidate for president, was mayor 
of Buffalo, a third rate city in New York 
state. He was next elected governor of 
Now York by a majority of 175,000 over 
his republican opponent. He is popular 
with the business men of the United 
States because he has administered the 
government honestly and refused to be a 
tool of tho notorious political club known 
as the Tammany. It is probable that 
Tammany will desert tho democratic fold 
and support Blaine, who is known to be 
anti-British in sentiment; but the inde- 
pendent republicans, who are represented 
by Harper's Weekly, the New York Times, 
the Herald and other influential journals, 
will vote for Cleveland. It is expected 
that this will more than compensate the 
party for any loss they may sustain 
through the defection of tho Tammany- 
j ites. Blaine is unpopular with the better 
class of republicans because he is believed 
to have grown rich by corrupt practices and 
j because his foreign policy is believed to 
I be one that will plunge the nation int.. a 
bloody and expensive war. Thomas A. 
1 Hendricks, tho democratic nominee for 
I vice-president, ran on thu Tilden ticket 
I in 1870. Ho is a wealthy Indianiaii and 
; a most respectable citizen. Although 
1 the democrats have made a wise selection 
of men their prospects are not over-bright. 
The republicans are bettor organized and 
have control of tho revenues of the repub- 
lic which they will not scruple to use for 
party purposes. The approaching contest 
will be bitterly and unscJupulously waged 
on both sides. 



Public Meeting at Wellington. 

To tick Editor. — A public meeting was 
held at Wellington on Thursday evening, 
July ">rd, for the purpose of raising a re- 
lief fund on behalf of tho widows and 
children of the minors killed in the explo- 
sion on the 30th ult. 

Dr. W.McN Jones was appointed chair- 
man and David Moffat secretary. A list 
was opened among those in the hall and 
great liberality was displayed by all pres- 
ent Yv. A. Lindsay was appointed treas- 
urer pro tern. A committee was appoint- 
ed to meet and confer with the people of 
Nanaimo at a public meeting which had 
boon called by the mayor for the evening 
of July 7th after which the meeting ad- 
journed. 

The meeting was again called to order 
by the chairman on Thursday, July 10th. 
The committee appointed to interview and 
confer with the Nanaimo meeting report- 
ed that they had attended the meeting 
held in Nanaimo on Monday, July 7th, 
and that tho meeting had been adjourned 
until Saturday, July 12th. The report 
was accepted, and upon motion it was de- 
cided to appoint a central committee in 
Wellington with full power to a ilicit aid 
from ail willing to respond to the same. 
The following gentlemen were appointed 
on the committee: Dr. Jones, chairman; 
Alex. Ross, secretary; W. A. Lindsay, 
treasurer; John A. Thompson, William 
ISorcadge and Win. Bailley. 

Dr. Jones reported having received a 
letter from tho Victoria Daily Evening 
Post stating that a fund had been started 
at Victoria and that already there was in 
the neighborhood of 8150 collected, and 
requesting where the money should be sent 
W. A. Lindsay also stated that he had re- 
ceived a subscription of §512 from thu cap- 
tain, officers and crew of the steamship 
Mexico. It was then moved that a vote 
of thanks be tendered to Captain Hunting- 
ton, officers and crew of the steamship 
Mexico for their liberal subscription, and 
also to the Victoria Duly Evening Post 
for having started a list in Victoria to 
which the people of Victoria had so hearti- 
ly responded. 

The latter meeting then adjourned and 
the central committee met and devised 
what in their opinion was the best course 
to pursue; it was accordingly decided that 
communications should be sent to the 
mayors, and also a number of prominent 
gentlemen throughout tho province A 
large committee for collecting throughout 
Wellington was appointed by the public 
meeting.

THE ATLANTIC STEAMSHIP AMERICA. 

(New York Times.) 

The new National steamer, the Amer- 
ica, is something more than a very fast 
vessel. Without doubt alio is the fastest 
steamer afloat, but her wonderful speed 
has been obtained not by building her on 
the model of a lead pencil and by tilling 
her with machinery. She has much great- 
er proportionate breadth of beam than the 
Oregon; her machinery indicates 8,000 
horse power as compared with the 10,000 
horse power of the Oregon's engines, while 
she burns 197 tor.ff of coal daily instead of 
'SA7 burned by her rival. Her splendid 
performance on her trial trip shows that 
the day of the narrow beamed, excessive- 
ly high powered steamer is over. With a 
little more than half the horse power and 
a little more than half tho daily consump- 
tion of coal the broad beamed, steady ship 
will boat her narrow, high powered rival, 

The importance of the splendid success 
of the America can hardly be overlooked. 
It proves that fast steamers can be opera- 
tod at an immense reduction of what has 
hitherto boon their necessary cost, thus en 
abling them to dispense with freight and 
to make a profit by carrying passengers 
only. It also proves that a narrow beam 
is not a necessary condition of speed, but 
that a voasol may possess both stability 
and speed. The America constitutes a 
new typo of steamer and is to some extent 
absolution of the problem how to combine 
speed with nafuty and economy.

Sr. Paul, Minn., July 12.— Advices from 
Winnipeg to \S'. S. Alexander, general traf- 
fic manager of the Manitoba road, state 
that the customs difficulties have been satis- 
factorily arranged, and there will he no 
further delays at the frontier. 

Bradfobd, 1'., July 12. -A most dis- 
astrous tire occurred at an early hour this 
morning, by which six persons were burned 
to death, and four others badly injured, 
two believed to be fatally, Ten buildings 
were destroyed. The tire originated in the 
bakery of Mrs. Chas. Hubly, and spread ho 
rapidly that May and Lizzie Ruhly uged 
two and ru years, and Swedish servant 
girl, were suffocated and burned to a 
crisp. Mrs. Hubly, in her sfforts 
to resouo her babioB was terribly 
burned and died a short time afterward, 



being taken from the burning building. 
Lena Gerwitz and Mary Joupay were 
asleep when the fire broke out, but es- 
caped by jumping from the window. 
Both were severely injured, and it is 
thought Miss Joupay will die. John 
Hidden and George Gerwitz were also 
badly hurt. Tho latter is father uf Mrs. 
Rubly. The buildings destroyed were 
stores, and mostly frame; loss, §12,000. 
Chas. Rably, husband and father of the 
victims, was drowned two weeks ago, and 
by tho tire to-day the entire family are 
swept from tho earth. 

Cuicauo, July 12. — Andrew Young, 
president of the national plumbers' associ-
